It w*as up lo out # 
armpits, well headed and with 
an abundance of straw. 
In fact we asked Emil what oil 
earth he was going to do with 
all that straw and he said. “disc 
it up and plow it under.” 
Well 
that process will 
sure 
put a lot back into the soil in­ 
stead of taking everything off 
the land. 
I 
Besides the bountiful crop .ut 
small gi am. there 
is 
also 
the 
prospect for a bumper corn crop 
Many farmers have some won­ 
derful looking 
fields 
of 
corn. j 
Tall, well stalked and deep green 
in color. 
In fact, if nothing un­ 
forseen happens, it looks like a 
whale of a corn crop in this j 
area this year. 
One thing we noted out on th** 
farms and that was the results 
of the application of some com­ 
mercial fertilizer. 
The difference between fertil-j 
ized and unfertilized crops 
is j 
very marked. In some* instances j 
it show's up very decidedly on I 
the corn crop and also on small 
grain. 
We saw* an oat field that was 
running around 70 bushels per 
acre on what had been a worked 
out farm, but which was being 
brought back by the application 
of some commercial fertilizer. 
Many "farmers are solving the 
problem of wearing out lands, i 
but the judicial treatment of the | 
land. plowing under humus and 
legume crops, 
adding 
manure 
where they have it and using 
some commercial fcrtilizi r as a l 
“pepper upper" to boost things 
along.

crops are doing fine and with 
no unusual breaks the rest of 


the season, this whole area bids 
fair to prove itself once again 
the garden spot of creation and 
the bread basket of the world.

group in 1894. the charter year. 
‘ Fire-fighting 
certainly

changed since the

White recalls 
He served in th** 
department when “Old Faithful," 
a water barrel on

wagon 
wheels, and a hook and ladder 
t uck from which hung leather 
buckets, comprised the fire-fight­ 


ing equipment. 
He also remem­ 
bers the great occasion in 1905 
when installation of the village 
waterworks system wras complet­ 
ed and the fire department add­ 
ed to its 
equipment 
a 
hand- 
d ra w n hose cart. 
WHITE, in addition to being 
one of Arlington’s 
first 
fire­ 
fighters, was a veteran business­ 
man in the community. His bar­ 
bershop w*as originally located on 
the present site of 
the 
bank 
building, where he started his 
shop in 1888. 
He claimed 
his 
was the third oldest establish­ 
ment in Arlington Heights, being 
preceded only by Hartman's shoe 
store and Klehm’s nursery. 
In the 1900’s the back room of 
White’s barber shop was the club 
room of the young Republicans 
and many

tickets 
were 
hatched there. 
White election­ 
eered w'lth every shave. 
Frank recalls there is a def.n

Heart disease

In general, there are tw o types of heaii disorder between 
which the physician must distinguish 
When there is stria 
tural damage to the heart, such as may occur in rheumatic 
fever, coronary thrombosis, or affections of the valves, we 
classify this damage as organic hear! disease (disturbance of 
the heart's substance). 
When sym ptoms referable to the heart occur in the ab­ 
sence of change in the heart's structure, the condition is known 
as functional heart disease (disturbance in the way the heart 
works). 
Patients with true organic heart disease usually present 
clear cut signs of congestion in the lungs, heart enlargem ent, 
sw elling of the ankles, or definite changes in the electrocardio­ 
gram. 
These patients usually have pain of a characteristic 
nature and/or shortness of breath on exertion. 
Pa hents with functional complaints can usually be diMm- 
guished from those with structural damage by their symptom* 
alone 
giddiness, extrem e exhaustion, fainting, breathing tics 
or sighs. Specific distasteful acts, fear of straining the heart, 
or very slight exertion may bring on these symptoms. 
A recent infection may precipitate som e cases of func­ 
tional heart disease. Others have persisted since a remote, pre 
vious illness, probably because* of over-protection by rela­ 
tives til a child physically weakened by sickness. Som etim es 
the patient relates the beginning of his symptoms to a specific 
act of physical strain or injury. Frequently, however, these 
symptoms have been present prior to the accident. 
The term "hoar! strain" is frequently applied to the .sud­ 
den chest pain which may occur during straining. This is un­ 
fortunate. since a thorough exam ination of the heart follow ­ 
ing such an incident never reveals any organic heart damage 
This diagnosis should be avoided without tem porizing <»r 
equivuation by the physician. Such a “strain" is merely a 
part of the entire neurosis; it accompanies the psychological 
disturbances of patients with personalities inadequate for 
making successful adjustmnets to life’s problems. 
Fear of heart disease dominates the patient’s reactions. 
Exaggeration turns the physician*! statem ents into a death 
sentence; anxieties are readily confirmed. These may persist 
and be ineradicable in later years. His “weak heart" provides 
a shield from the buffet* of life, gains attention, or gives 
him an excuse for his failings. 
A 
doctor-made factor” is apparent in many patients and 
it is up to the physician at the initial exam ination to firmly 
reassure the patient with functional 
heart disease. 
O ver­ 
em phasis of an innocent murmur may be the first step in the 
development of a life-tim e of misery. 
It is important that 
patients with functional heart symptoms as a result of ner­ 
vous or emotional tension realize that this condition is never 
fatal. It will restrict their activities only to the extent that 
the patient is unable to control his condition. These patients 
need more sym pathetic understanding and sound advice and 
less emphasis on their “weak hearts".
